Early in June, Mount Hermon 
Alumni returned a thousand strong 
to help celebrateethe sixty-fifth anni- 
versary reunion of the founding of 
the school in 1881. The entire period 
of three days was most enjoyable 
from every viewpoint. The program 
was of a high order of excellence 
and the attendance encouraging. Er- 
nest S. Fry, 1891-94, coming from 
Prosser, Washington, was perhaps 
the longest distance reunionist in this 
country, while John F. Friel, ’28, of 
Aruba, Dutch West Indies, probably 
traveled the longest distance, ° 

At the important meeting of the 
Alumni Association, officers were 
elected for the new five-year period. 
F. Wilson Keller, ’17, director of the 
Hsopital for Special Surgery in New 
York City, was elected president, 
while Findley T. MacIntyre, ’21, of 
Boston, became vice-president. The 
five-year period which has just end- 
ed has been the most successful from 
practically every viewpoint. Frank S. 
Beveridge, ’04, has been a most ener- 
getic and serviceful leader as presi- 
dent and has carried the association 
through a most difficult period. He 


has also been very generous in his 
interest in the Northfield schools, and 
provided for the broadcast of the 
sacred concert in May. 

The D. L. Moody Living Endow- 
ment, which is an alumni project, set 
a new record for the financial year 
ending June 30. Instead of reaching 
its goal of $30,000, it actually se- 
cured more than $32,745 for the 
twelve month period. During the past 
four years under the present director 
of alumni activities, the total receipts 
of the D. L. Moody Living Endow- 
ment have been more than $97,000. 
That is several thousand dollars more 
than for the previous eleven years 
combined. It indicates that Mount 
Hermon men are becoming more in- 
terested in and more responsible to 
the needs and the service of the 
school.
